MACMILLAN, IN A MAJOR WESTERN PRONOUNCEMENT ASKED THE ASSEMBLY 
TO SET UP A BOARD OF TECHNICAL EXPERTS--SCIENTIFIC, MILITARY AND 
ADMINISTRATIVE--TO PREPARE A REPORT WITHIN A RESONABLE BRIEF 
PERIOD TO PROVIDE THE BASIS FOR A CALM APPROACH TO THE ARMS PROBLEM. 


“THIS PRACTICAL PROCEDURE IS NOT IN ANY SENSE A PROPOSAL T 
INSTITUTE CONTROL WITHOUT DISARMAMENT,* MACMILLAN SAID HITTING AT 
SOVIET PREMIER KHRUSHCHEV'S PRINCIPAL OBJECTIONS TO WESTERN
